|war. So it can be taken for granted that the 
Nazi new order has been modified to include 
jonly Germany and Japan. Fantastic as this 
lscheme may appear, it nevertheless ean be 
[supported by evidence from the Nozis them. 
selves, They- seem to be sulfering from a 
[species of national megalomania which has 
probably never been known before, There have 
been individual “world conquerors” and men 
who, like Alexander, wept because there was 
nothing left to conquer. But never before have 
there been nations with the same urge. Yet 
the Nazis have it. And thelr sympathisers—the 
Italians and the Japanese—seem to have caught 
‘the infection. The infected allies, however, show 
‘no signs of having the power to carry out thelr de- 
signs. Only the Nazis are a serjous threat. In 
‘this-‘oulline of the Nazi plans for world 
slavery, the question may well be raised: what 
of “the’ United States? Incredible as it may 
seem, the United States are slated. to be slaves 
Just as everybody else. Either the Nazis have 
very seriously overestimated thelr strength, -or 
they have something in the United States which 
hes not yet been brought to light, in spite of 
the efforts of the Dies Committee on Un-

‘A resolution was unanimously od- 
opted at the National People's Poli- 
teal Council urging the seven Com- 
munist delegates to attend the meet- 
Ing “so that all political problems! 
may be settled satisfactorily. through 
Fegular channels in the interest of 
the future of the war of resistance.” 

‘The resolution states: “The Coun- 
cll deeply regrets the failure of the 
soven Communist members to accept. 
the advice of some members and of 
General Chiang Kai-shek to attend 

‘session. 


jquest of the Government to nccept| 
‘such conditions, whereby an undesir- 
able precedent for this Couneil may 
be created. 

“This Counell has Ustened to 
various reports rendered by the 
Government, and is deeply convinced 
of its sincere and definite efforts to 
maintain national solidarity. 

“All problems, with the exception 
‘of those conceming military orders} 
and military discipline may be sub- 
mitted to this Counell for discussion, 
as long as they do-not contravene 
tha provisions of the outlines of 
armed resistance and national re- 
construction.” 

“This Council, after reaching its 
decisions, will urge their enforcement 
‘by the Government. Consequently, 
‘the Couneil still entertains the, hope 
that the Communist members, taking 
into,consideration this Couneit's mis 
‘sion’ to unlly the nation in prosecut- 
ing the war of resistance, and ob- 
serving the manifesto of the Com- 
munist party, issued in September 
1997 in support of such unity, will 
attend the current session so that all 
political issues may reach a satistac~ 
{ory solution through the regular 
channels, This wil facilitate the 
future of the war of ce. 

“The seven Communist delegates to 
the Counell are Mao ‘Tse-tung, Tung, 
Plewu, Mrs. Chow Bn-lai, Chen Shao 
yu, Wa Yu-chang, Lin Chu-han and 
Ching Pang-hsien, 

‘The resolution “was proposed by 
‘Wang Yun-wu, Managing Director of 
the Commercial Press, and was sign 
ed by 53 delegates,” including the 
Chinese overseas delegates from the 
United States. 

‘Addressing the Council, Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kalshek’ declared: 
“Our Army comprises only the peo- 
ple's revolutionary army, which be- 
Tongs to the Chinese Government, 
No party or individual will be per- 
mitted to possess any private army.” 

Introducing his resolution, Wang 
Yuin-wu declared: “Councillors may 
have sick leave, but we have never 
heard of ‘conditional’ leave.

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BALKAN’ REPERCUSSIONS 
March 5. 


On the day the Bulgars were celebrating, 
the 63rd, anniversary of their liberation from 
the Turks they passed into the slavery of 
the Nazi Reich, ‘Their freedom has not last~ 
ed a century and a people predominantly 
Slav has been betrayed into the overlordship 
of Hitler. It remains now for Great Britain 
‘and her Allies to liberate her with the other 
countries which have been overrun. In the 
meantime the Germans are taking swift ad~ 
Vantage of the permission accorded by the 
adherence of Bulgaria to the Axis, and large 
forces are moving into strategie positions for 
the purpose of applying the pressure which it 
is believed is necessary to force Greece to 
discuss peace with Italy. The reaction of 
Soviet Russia and Turkey to this latest deve~ 
Jopment follows lines which could easily be 
anticipated, Russia, seeing almost the last 
stronghold of her influence in the Balkans 
swallowed up by the Nazis, expresses dis~ 
‘approval of what the Bulgarian Government 
has done, but apart from withholding support 
from, it, is apparently ,prepared to take no 
active step. M. Vishinsky, the Soviet Com~ 
missar for Foreign Affairs, has made the 
position of the Kremlin quite clear. ‘The 
Boviet Government does not share the view 
of the Bulgarian Government as to the co 

+ rectness of thelr attitude in this question, as: 
this attitude, independently of whether the 
Bulgarian Government wishes it or not, can~ 
not lead to the consolidation of peace, but 
to extension of the sphere of war in which 
Bulgaria becomes involved. 

"Yugoslavia is the one remaining country in 
which Russian influence is still felt. Tt is 
quite clear that in the near future, if indeed 
the process has not already started, Hitler 
will endeavour to persuade Yugoslavia to 
enter his flock of subservient nations. Should 
‘she refuse to do so the result would inevitably 
be an invasion by German forces, and, as 
Hitler has succeeded in whittling down 
Balkan unity, Yugoslavia would stand alone 
against all the might Hitler would be able 
to throw into the field. Furthermore, com- 
pletely cut off from the outside world as she 
now is, there is little chance of assistance 
being sent to her, and the possibility of the 
whole of the Balkan peninsula being swallow= 
‘od up by the Reich—temporarily, it is true, 
cannot be disregarded. 

‘Bulgaria’s abject surrender has not been 
without its effect upon Turkey. ‘There is a 
possibility that Turkey will, now regard the 
Tecently arranged non-aggression pact as no 
Tonger in existence It would logically 
follow on the step the Bulgarian Government 
has taken. That does not mean that Turkey 
would embark upon any adventure in the 
Balkans, but would prefer to remain strictly 
fon the defensive. The Turkish newspaper 
"Ulus” correctly sums up the situation as it 
has now developed. The Turko-Bulgarian 
‘agreement reaffirmed Bulgaria's intention not 
to resort fo arms to settle problems with her 
neighbours, but it all now depends on the 
way in which the obligations contained in 
the Tripartite-Bulgarian alliance are applied. 
‘There are reports in circulation, at present 
without confirmation, to the effect that some 
German divisions have been sent to the 
‘Turko-Bulgarian frontier. Tt may be con- 
fidently expected that Turkey will take the 
measures necessary to offset that develop- 
ment, but even then it does not follow that 
she will do anything more than remain on 
the defensive. 

‘What Hitler {s endeavouring to do ts to 
bring about the surrender of Turkey to the 
‘Axis by means of a wor of nerves. Obvious~ 
ly, however, the expression of Sovict dis- 
satisfaction over the action taken by Bul- 
aria will act as a direct encouragement to 
the ‘Turkish Government with which the 
Soviet has a definite understanding, and the 
chances of Hitler succeeding against Turkey 
appear to be indecd very small. If Hitler 
could break the Anglo-Turkish Alliance he 
would indeed obtain a signal success, for it 
‘would open the way to the oil of which he 
is in such urgent need. ‘The Drag nach Su: 
Osten Is for the purpose of reaching those 
sources of supplies, which, added to the oil 
from Rumania, would make the Germans 
almost self-sufficient in that respect. ‘What 
‘he cannot sccure by diplomacy he will have 
to Beek to obtain by force of arms, and if 

+ this means that he will be obliged to carry 











the war to the Turks, they, with the as~ 
sistance which “the British will be able to 
give directly the African situation is cleared 
up, should be able to give Hitler much food 
for rueful thought.

HITLER A’WOOING

‘The severing of diplomatic’ relations 
‘between Great Britain and Bulgaria‘on the 
initiative of the former was a foregone con- 


clusion, and the only question which arose 
after the commencement of the German move 
into Bulgaria was as to when it would take 
place. Now the only matters for speculation 
concerning the immediate future are whether 
Hitler will turn his attention toward secur- 
ing a Greco-Italian armistice, or whether he 
will first seek to persuade’ Yugoslavia to 
enter the Axis fold. It is declared in Rome 
that Italy will insist upon a settlement of 
her dispute with Greece by force of arms, 
indicating that she will reject any attempt 


upon the Italians and gain final victory over 
them. ‘The probability of Hitler first turning 
his attention to Yugoslavia is great. Such a 
development would give the Italians some 
opportunity to fight for a face-saving victory, 
fnd thus repair the structure of a very: 
weakened Axis, On the other hand he may 
hot desire that Mussolini should be given 
the opportunity of retrieving his very 
damaged prestige, for all that has happened 
has qualified Mussolini for a very subser- 
vient place in the Axis partnership, and one 
jin which Hitler will undoubtedly seck to 
keep him. 

‘What the attitude of Russia will be towards 
Hitler’s attempts on Yugoslavia can only be 
guessed at. The expression of dissatisfaction 
Which the Soviet made concerning Bulgarian 
adhesion to the Tripartite Alliance might be 
fall the more severe if Yugoslavia were to 
give way. ‘That, however, is not a sufficient 
Strengthening of the Yugoslav position for 
expressions of opinion unbacked by the force 
fof sanetions have no particular weight in a 
Giplomatie struggle in which .the ultimate 
resort is the sword. Practically surrounded, 
it would seem that Yugoslavia is in no real 
position to resist Hitler's demands and it 
she decides to give way it will be no matter 
for astonishment. Undoubtedly in other eir~ 
cumstances the Yugoslavs would prefer to 
resist, but Hitler has succeeded in tearing 
down, Balkan unity, and she now stands 
‘lone ‘against a most powerful opponent. Tf, 
therefore, during the next few weeks the 
whole’of the Balkans are subjected to Hitler's 
Influence, to the exclusion of Italy and Russi 
there will be no great surprise, and the re~ 
alistic method of regarding present, and 
pending developments is to discount’ them 
in advance. 

‘When Hitler sent a personal message to 
the President of Turkey he was quite clearly 
putting pressure upon that country in an 
attempt to induce it to break its alliance with 
Great Britain, and to establish the para~ 
mountey of German influence there. Here 
there will be a direct clash between Germany 
and the Soviet influence in Turkey; and the 
passage of that country from Soviet influence 
to German would be the biggest diplomatic 
blow that Kremlin has sustained since the 
beginning of the war. It would mean the 
deprivation of Russia of the last remnants, 
of her former sphere of influence, and would 
bring Germany right up to the Caucasus. 
But against that stands the loyalty of Turkey 
to her engagements. ‘The recent utterances 
of her statesmen, and the opinions of her 
Press suggest that all the blandishments. 
which Germany's diplomatic representatives 
have showered upon Turkish officials have 
completely failed of their purpose. Added to 
that is the fact that Hitler has nothing to 
‘give Turkey save a few more of those pro- 
mises, which he is so adept at breaking. ‘The 
‘Turkish Government fully realizes that any 
‘agreement with Germany will inevitably 
mean the extension of the war to Asia Minor, 
for it is quite apparent that what Hitler 1s 
after is to find some way of forcing a con~ 
clusion with Britain’s arms, and any agree- 
ment bringing Turkey within the Axis 
would have the effect of turning it into a 
theatre of war, and possibly the principal 
one at that. But it is not believed that 
‘Turkey will fall either to seduction or threat. 
Its leaders fully realize what the Germans 
fare after, also that the higher their offers 
the mor¢ desperate their case, and they 
would be the last to hitch the waggon of 
their country to a falling star. 

















STRUGGLE FOR OIL 
March 6. 

Boiled down to the one essential fact the 
underlying cause for Hitler's present activi~ 
ties in. the Balkans and Turkey is the great 
and growing need for oil with which to carry 
on his fight with Britain. Indeed this pre~ 
sent phase of the war chiefly concerns that 
‘commodity, for the long range planning be- 
hind Germany's military and diplomatic 
manoeuvres may be foreed upon her by the 
coming need of her industrial, and war 
machines for the material which turns the 
wheels of modern nations and armies, name~ 
ly, oll. Without a doubt the overrunning of 
the greater portion of Europe resulted in 
Germany acquiring substantial additions to 
the fuel reserves she had been building up 











in preparation for the war. But British alr- 
raids have destroyed considerable portions 
of those reserves, while the fuel found in 
the occupied countries has by now been 
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| practically exhausted. With the maintenance 
lof a close sea blockade Germany has been” 
deprived of all supplies save those from 
Rumania, and possibly some from Russia, 
though if that country is supplying any at 
all it must be in minute quantities: 

If Germany recelves all that is produced: 
in Rumania, namely about 60,000,000 barrels 
a year, that is by no means sufficient to 
maintain her forces and her war industries, 
Ict alone those still devoted to the production: , 
of the meagre exports of which Germany is 
still capable. Italy has also to be supplied 
with oil, and while Germany’ is able to pro- 
‘duce a certain amount of synthetic fuel from. 
coal, even that is insufficient to fill the huge 
gap'in her fuel imports which the blockade 
has made, Some estimate of the huge 
quantities ‘of oll which are required in 
modern warfare may be made from the fact 
that, according to experts, 200,000 gallons 
of petrol are necessary to move a division 
a distance of 150 miles. It is apparent, 
therefore, that the movements into Rumania 
anil now’ into Bulgaria must alone have re~ 
sulted in the using up of millions of gallons 
of fuel, all of which have to come out of 
Germany's dwindling supplies, 

‘The balt which Is tempting Hitler in his 
steadily growing dimiculties is in the first 
ease the oilfields in Iraq and Iran, capable 
fof producing no less than 90,000,000 barrels 
per annum, while just across the Turkish 
border in the Caucasus there are the Russian 
oilfields capable of producing another 170,- 
(000,000. ‘When it is seen that there are some~ 
where in the neighbourhood of 260,000,000 
barrels of oll to be had for: the taking, if 
he can take them, it is quite understandable 
why Hitler should for the time being con- 
eentrate tipon diplomatic moves in’ the 
Balkans and the Middle East for the purpose 
of getting as close as possible in order to 
make a grab at them. There appears 
to be three routes to these ‘oilflelds 
which Hitler has in mind. “The first is by sea 
to Asia Minor through Salonika, not avall~ 
able so long as Britain’ controls ‘the eastern.” > 
Mediterranean, the second” is across. the,, 
Dardanelles and through Turkey, which 
Hitler is now seoking to secure by diplomatic 
pressure at Ankara, and the third is via 
the Ukraine, round’ the north coast of the 
Black Sea 'to the Caucasus. Improbable 
though this route may seem, It has been clear 
ever since Germany massed troops on the 
Rumanian-Russian border, in numbers far in 
excess of those necessary to maintain peace 
and order in that area, that the possibility 
of Hitler striking through the Ukraine has 
had always to.be reckoned with: 

Hitler is at present, secking to induce. 
‘Turkey to abandon her present commitments 
to Great Britain, but her present position is 
‘one in which she is also committed to Russia, 
and it Turkey were to give way to Hitler 
and give his troops passage to Iraq and 
Tran—always supposing the  Britisti could 
not stop them;—she would also’ enable hish 
to get so close to the Russian border between 
the Black and the Caspian Seas that ‘a 
sudden jump upon the Russian oilfields 
might become a comparatively easy matter, 
It will be scen, therefore, that Turkey’ is in). 
the strong. position of having both British”: | 
and Soviet support for very obvious reasons, 
‘and should be able successfully to withstand 
oither Hitler's persuasion or threats, while 
he is in an increasingly dangerous position 
which he is seeking to remedy at all costs.

‘Washington was informed of what Mr. Chur- 
chill was doing, and that the American 
Government was in agreement with what 
Britain way doing. ‘That, however, 1s not 
confirmed, but the two countries have been 
following ‘parallel policies in the Pacife so 
closely that it would indeed be strange If 
this were not the ease. 
If the recent declarations of Mr. Menzles, 
‘Australian Premier, concerning Australian re- 
lations with Japan were taken by some to

BRITAIN’S NAVY 
March 7. 

‘The review of the British naval situation 
by Mr, A, V. Alexander, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, shows how well that important 
arm has come through over eighteen months 
of fighting. Despite enemy claims which it 
they were true would mean that the British 
Navy had long ceased to exist, it is in fact 
stronger now than it was at the commence- 
ment of the struggle. With freedom of the| 
Seas It Is able to perform the many different 
missions necessary for the adequate conduct 
of the war, while the enemy navies, both of 
which have been badly mauled, still prefer 
to skulk behind the protection of their Jand 
batteries and — mine-flelds. ‘The. initial 
superiority, which the Italians had in the 
‘Mediterranean, has disappeared, and the 
enormous British successes in Libya are to a 
very large extent to be attributed to the: 
extensive assistance which the British Navy 
was able to afford, not only in the bombard~ 
ment of enemy positions, but in the transport 
‘of men and war materials through waters 
which ‘the Italians pompously claimed to 


+ control. Enemy propagandists have sought to 


‘make much of tne fact that there has: Been 
throughout the world a general reorganization 
of Britain's shipping, and allege that this 1s 
due to the weakness of the British Navy. Yet 
(in the Far East there is testimony to the: 
{"cength of the British fleets and the command 
of the seas they are exerelsing. The Italian 
Vessel, Conte Verde, in. Shanghal and’ the 
Gorman vestel, Scharnhorst, hiding away in 
Kobe, are living proofs ‘for. millions of 
Chinese. and Japanese to. see that. because 
of Britain's naval might they are obliged to 
take refuge. "Such evidence stands as an 
sloguent contradiction to" the extravagant 
Slaims ‘which the enemy has consistently: put 
forward as to the damage done to the British 
Fleet, 

Mr, Alexander also effectively disposes of 
the Tying elaims of the enemy” with regard 
to. British shipping which has been sunk by 
submarine, enemy surface craft, and. aero- 
planes. It will be remembered that recently 
‘Berlin was assiduously putting forward 
claims to having sunk as much as a quarter 
ofa million tons in one day. ‘The First Lord 
fives the true figures’ which indicate” that 
during the last eleven weeks some control 
of the allackes on British shipping has been 
Secured, and that the weekly average losses 
have been considerably reduced. When new 
construction, the taking over of allied ship- 
ping, and the purehase of other vessels are 








taken -into consideration two-thirds of the} 
tonnage lost through enemy aetion have been 
replaced. That means that the real loss of | 
British shipping is not to be estimated merely 
‘by the tonnage which has been sunk, but 
by striking balance between that and replace- 
ments. Viewed from that point, while the. 
damage which the enemy has done is grave, 
it is still far from crippling the British 
mereantile -marine which is gallantly an- 
swering the many calls upon its, services 
necessitated by military activities so far away 
from Great Britain itself. 


‘That is the picture which the enemy would 
like to keep from the world at large by the 
publication of figures so fantastic that they 
fare now Jaughéd to derision in most neutral 
countries, for these gigantic sinkings on 
German paper represent no loss save in the 
perverted imaginations of a people drugged 
for years by Nazi lies. Much is being made 
by the Germans of their new pocket sub- 
marine, a small undersea craft, minus every- 
thing but the merest essentials to keep it 
travelling, and completely without safety 
devices, with which they threaten to intensify 
their attacks -on British shipping. Against 
them it may be taken as certain Great Britain 
is devising an answer, though it may be that 
they will themselves provide a solution of the 
problem with which Hitler seeks to perplex 
Britain. Men condemned to navigate craft 
under ‘conditions which practically ensure 
their deaths, are not likely to be enthusiastic 
about their’ work, and if after a time the 
Germans find their crews unwilling to take| 
these vessels to sea, it will be merely a 
repetition-of the last few days of the last) 
war, when the German navy similarly dis- 
graced itself. It is already known that 
certain Italian submarine crews have refused| 
to take their vessels to sea, because of the| 
eMficiency of the British Navy, and there is 
no reason to believe that the crews of the: 
German new submarines will be in any 
‘better frame of mind once they realize the’ 
manner in which they.are to be sacrificed 
in Hitler's mad struggle for world domina~ 
tion. 





ITALY’S POSITION 
i March 8. 

‘The suggestion, ‘that the action of the U.S.| 
State Department, in calling upon the Italian 
Government ‘to close two of its consulates 
in the United States, was-due to the fact 
that the German occupation of Italy was even. 
more complete'than that of Bulgaria, is highly 
significant. It will be remembered that! 
‘weeks ago it was reported that the infiltration 
of Germans into northern Italy had assumed 
formidable “proportions, while now it is 
alleged that large sections of Italy have been 
‘occupied, the harbours placed under German 
control and the Italian secret police placed 
under the command of the Gestapo. It is 
not difficult to follow the line of thinking’ 
which has led Hitler thus to betray his ally. 
‘Mussolini's forces in northern and north- 
eastern Africa have failed miserably. In 
Libya they have been practically wiped out, 
while in north-east Africa the same process 
is being followed to’ its inevitable end. In 
Albania the Talians have met with nothing | 
but reverse after reverse, and Mussolini's 
much vaunted military machine has been 
‘shown to be the weak piece of mechanism 
let 1 was Believed It would prove itett 
to be. 

With Germany hastening to Italian ald! 
‘against Greece, Italy has lost all claim to 
‘be an equal partner with Germany, even if 
Hitler ever admitted it, which ‘is to be 
doubted. And what is now happening is that, 
by what is now recognized as the familiar 
process of infiltration, Italy is being as surely 
reduced as Rumania has been and as Bul- 
garia is being. Quite obviously German con~ 
trol of Italian harbours is connected with 
the publicized scheme of the Germans to| 
resort to unlimited submarine warfare by’ 
means of the pocket submarines, using Italian | 
harbours as bases in the Mediterranean. 
Doubtless {f Hitler could obtain the use of 
the rest of the French fleet he would also. 
base that on Italian ports, and the conclusion. 
to be drawn is that he is coming to realize 
the’ possibility of the Mediterranean becom- 
ing the principal theatre of war during the 
next phase of the struggle. It is not be- 
Heved that he has abandoned all ideas of 
invading Great Britain, but the chances are 
that he sees a better cpportunity of striking 
‘at Britain in the Mediterranean which to his 
mind may, be more productive of results at 
much less cost. ‘That even here he stands to 
be woefully disappointed is something upon 
which the British can confidently count, for 
the time has long passed since the British 
position on the Mediterranean littoral was 
produetive of uneasiness. 

But what of Mussolini? The man who 
Jess-than a year ago threw his nation into a 
war which he believed was just on the verge 
of ending, in the hope of being able to share: 
in the spoils of a German victory, has brought 
his country into the tolls of the most un- 
‘scrupulous Jeader the world has ever seen. 
‘The man who as the leader of the Fascist 
party did enormous good to his people during 
the years of peace, has torn down the struc- 
ture of practically eighteen years of endeav- 
our, plunged his people into a war which 
they proved themselves {ll-fitted to fight, and 


countries which Germany has occupied either| 
by foree or fraud. The process may not be 
0 painful as it was clsowhere, but the fact 
cannot be avoided that Italy is as surely 
being reduced to slavery as any of the other’ 
nations which have fallen beneath the Ger-| 
man yoke. 

Italy is now no more than a mere province 
of the Reich. ‘True there remains the sem- 
blance of independence, with the King at 
the head of the State ‘and Mussolini con~ 
tinuing to occupy his high position. But: 
what of that if the Gestapo is in control of 
the Italian secret police? The latter it is 
‘well known maintained a close control of 
the whole of Italy. If that has now passed 
to German officials, what possible claim ean 
there be to contintied Italian independence? 
‘That there is ground for these belicfs is to 
be found in the’ fact thut Italy requested the 
closing of U. S. consulates in Naples and 
Palermo, where the staffs were able 1o keep 
a watchful eye upon developments, and the 
conclusion to be drawn was that Germany 
did not desire that that should be the caso, 
and prevailed upon Mussolini to take the 
action he has. It is one of the paradoxes: 
created by the irresponsible statesmanship 
of Mussolini that Great Brifain is being 
‘obliged first to defeat him, and then to con- 
tinue the struggle against his overlord in 
order to liberate his country from the Ger- 
man yoke, 








RAID ON LOFOTEN 
March 8. 

One of the great disadvantages under which 
Germany suffers is the fact that she has 
fo maintain control of a very Jong coastline 
Where most of the people inhabiting it are 
at least covertly hostile. While it is true 
that German successes carly last year en- 
abled them to gain many bases from which 
fo conduct the submarine blockade of Great 
Britain, it has also placed upon them the 
responsibility of maintaining large forces all 
along the line to ward off any attempt by 
Great Britain to land substantia! armies in 
the European Continent. But with all the 
will in the world it is not possible for Hitler 
to guard the whole of his newly acquired 
coastline, and Britain has been taking ad- 
vantage of that fact. During past months| 
daring parties of British troops have sailed 
fat night across the Channel, and have been 
landed on the French shores, whence by 
means of motor cycles they have been able 
to proceed inland in raids for information, 
penetrating as far south on one oceasion as 
Amiens. Even if these raids had no more 
than a iuisance value they served at least 
to keep the Germans continually on the qui 
vive, and clearly indicated that the British 
were prepared to take risks and assume the 
initiative when occasion warranted it. 

‘The latest exploit, the raid upon the island 
of Lofoten, is another striking example of 
the manner in which Great Britain, thanks 
to the British Navy,—which, of course, the 
Germans have so completely sunk,—is able 
to harass the enemy. Despite the German 
navy, damage to which the Germans have 
consistently denied, a British naval detach- 
ment was able to’ steam across the North 
Sea up to the entrance of the fjord leading 
to Narvik, land British troops on Lofoten, 
testroy fist oil factories and a power plant, 
capture ten “Quislings,” take off a number 
of Norwegians anxious to fight, and capture 
over 200 German prisoners. For hours 
British ‘naval units were on Hitler's back 
doorstep, with men ashore, and no attempt 
was made by the Germans either to frustrate 
the raid or to endeavour to avenge it as 
the ships made their way home. It is obvious 
that German command of the North Sea to 
which claim has been made, exists only in 
the minds of the German propagandists. 

‘The British navy may not have succeeded 
in singeing Hitler's beard, following the lines 
of Drake's immortal descent upon Cadiz, but 
it has certainly succeeded in somewhat dis- 
arranging his rather comic moustache, and 
the time will undoubtedly come when it will 
have the pleasure of considerably tousling 
his hair. There can be no wonder that the 
Norweglans were overjoyed at the exploit, 
for it was a clear demonstration that Britain 
has not forgotten them in their unfortunate 
plight, that the fight is still continuing and 
will go on until they have been restored to 
their former freedom. What is particularly 
amazing about the whole affair is that the 
German air arm did not put in an appear- 
ance. Surely the hours which the naval 
unit must have taken to get back to its base 
‘across the widest part of the North Sea would 
have enabled the German aeroplanes to attack 
the surface vessels. Yet it seems that the 
British ships were allowed to reach their 
objective, carry out their mission and return 
home without the Germans endeavouring one 
stroke against them. 4 

‘What the general effect of this raid may 
be is not diffleult to perceive. If it results 
in the Germans being obliged to maintain 
stronger forces at all places liable to suffer 
similar raids that will mean the greater 
dissipation of German forces, which are 
already busily engaged in maintaining in 
‘subjection the peoples they have overrun. 
‘That it will hearten the peoples of alll oc- 
cupied countries goes without saying, though 
some time may elapse before the story is able

THE LEND-LEASE BILL 
‘Mareh 10. 

With the passage of the Lend-lease Bilt 
through the U.S. Senate on Saturday all that 
now remains {o be done before the measure 
becomes law, is for the House of Representa- 
tives to consider the amendments which the 
Senate has made to the BIll, and, if It accepts, 
them, President Roosevelt's signature will 
be all that is required. “It is suggested that 
the amendments which have been made are 
not such as to meet with the disapproval of 
the lower House, and the chances are that 
their consideration will be more in the! na~ 
ture of a fofinudity, -Copsequantly...withia 
& few days the vast resources of the United 
States will be added to those of the. British 
Empire in defence of that democracy for which 
both stand, Nothing more formidable could be 
presented for consideration by the Axis 
Powers short of an out and out alliance, and 
Great Britain, sure of her sources of supply, 
can now get about the task of finally beat~ 
ing the enemy. 

While the passage of the Bill through Con~ 
‘gress has been irritatingly slow to all those 
‘who realize how important a factor in. this 
present struggle time is, with public opinion 
strongly behind the Administration in its 
determination to give Britain all possible aid, 
there. was little doubt that Congress: would 
translate into action the very manifest desires 
of the overwhelming majority of the people 
fof the United States. If dt was feared that 
the isolationists would seek to prevent pas- 
sage of the Bill by means of a filibuster, that 
fear has now been obliterated, and what ap~ 
pears to have been the course of action of 
those opposed to the measure was to Justify 
themselves in the eyes of thelr constituen- 
cies,—or possibly important sections of them, 
—in order to make sure of their future sup= 
port, It is one of the disadvantages of de- 
moctacy that vast external issues on which 
they themselves depend for continued ex- 
istence can at times be subordinated to 
domestic politics, but it is a disadvantage 
which is completely offset by the many ad~ 
vantages which the totalitarian regimes do 
not. possess. 

It will be noted from the records of the 
voting on the. various amendments that the 
Senate did not vote on party Ines, for mem~ 
bers of both the Democratic and Republican 
parties registered their suflrages for and 
‘against the measure, The fact that in the 
ultimate result 60 senators polled for the Bill 
and but 81 against, a ratio which was con 
fidently expected by expert observers, can 
be taken as more or less indicative of popular 
feeling throughout the country, though 
various polls which have been taken suggest 
that amongst the masses support for the Bill 
was even greater. Right on top of the 
Senate's decision ‘comes a message from 
President Roosevelt o American farmers 
to bring satisfaction to the 
yar granaries are full of 
stores of food and fibre adequate to meet our 
own needs, and the needs of our friends in 
other lands who are now fighting for their 
existence—fighting in behalf of all democra~ 
tie forms of Government, fighting against 
world control by dictatorships.” 

In a comparatively short space of time the 
preparations which have been made in the 
United States to give the greatest ald pos~ 
sible to Britain, will be nearing full fruition. 
‘Already substantial quantities of war material 
have been going forward to the British Isles 
and elsewhere for British use, Within the 
next six months it will reach maximum pro= 
portions, which not all the endeavours of 
Germany and Italy in their own Tands and 
those under German domination ean hope in 
any way to match.

pleted by the huge demands which are made 
lupon them by modern warfare. Hence the 
present trend to. the Mediterranean. On 
Saturday last this journal. indicated now 
completely Italy had Been brought under sub- 
ection to Germany. ‘That is corroborated by 
further Information published elsewhere in 
this issue, ‘The next move is to reach the 
same sea through the Balkans, and to that 
fend developments may be shortly expected. 

Here is to be found a complete parallel 
with the Napoleonic wars, when Buonaparte, 
checked in Europe, embarked upon his ill~ 
fated adventure in Egypt. Hitler, having 
failed to win the Battle of Britain, and bring 
that country to her knees, having foiled 
to weaken the determination of the British 
people to suffer all things for the cause of 
ultimate victory, seeks fresh woods and pas- 
fures-siee- iHie-ometgetice upon the north 
fem shores of the Mediterranean is the frst 
move in that direction, and the probability 
of that stretch of water becoming’ the prin~ 
cipal theatre of war is greater now than it 
hhas been at any time ‘since the commence 
ment of hostilities. There are ample grounds 
tor believing that as Mussolini overreached 
himself in Africa, so also will Hitler ultim- 
ately do the same thing, for the longer his 
ines of communication the greater his vul- 
nerability. 

‘Tho Inst few days have seen increased 
pressure upon Yugoslavia. Hitler apparent 
Jy would be. pleased if that country would 
‘would sign a non-aggression pact, and per- 
mit the passage of troops over’ Yugoslav 
roads and railways. Tt is the same old 
technique which has reduced Rumania and 
Bulgaria, and it remains to be seen whether 
the Government will yield, or respond to the 
popular demand for resistance. In the mean- 
time -it is reported that Germany” is also 
bringing pressure upon Greece to terminate 
its ght with Italy. Here again the attitude 
of the Greek Government has not yet been 
made clear, though undoubtedly again the 
people favour a continuance of the struget 
In a striking open letter to Hitler, Greec 
‘most influential editor, M, George Vlahos, 
prefers a most powerful indictment against 
hhim. When Mussolini proved that his signa- 
ture. to international documents was just as 
Valucless as Hitler's, Grecee appealed to the 
Aatter for mnée, Hitler replied with 
sott words advising Greece not to mobilize, 
but remain calm and give no pretext to the 
Ttalians—a simple case of one scoundrel 
helping’ anothe 

Whether Greece yields before the menace 
of German might along the borders of Bul- 
aria, or whether she will seek to resist a 
combined German-Italian onslaught, the fact 
remains that Hitler is all out to Yeach the 
Mediterranean, and possibly the Dardanelles. 
Te has been said that he would refrain trom 
approaching the latter for fear of antagoniz~ 
ing the Soviet, but the desperation of ‘is 
need for a quick decision of this war may 
ead him to run risks which would not other 
wise have the slightest justifeation. That 
Aesperation arises from his knowledge that 
his supplies are not inexhaustible, and that, 
If he Is to continue this war, more and even 
‘more material of all sorts will be necessary. 
‘The, struggle for oll which is now going on 
thas ‘become all the more necessary since he 
hhas been brought to the sorrowful realiza~ 
tion that, despite everything he has done 
since, Hiller in September, 1030, committed 
Dimsett to a long war, and despite Dr. Goeb- 
Dols he has. not the reserves in material 
necessary for a prolonged fight. 





























THE GREEK SPIRIT 


March 11. 


‘On Armistice Day, November 11, last year, 
the late General Metaxas, then the Prime 
Minister of Greece, delivered a stirring 
address to his people on the necessity for 
spiritual as well as military mobilization. 
General Metaxas has passed on. His death 
‘caused a gap in the political line-up of his 
country which has been diffeult to fll. As 
‘alway occurs when a man of the most out- 
standing merit dies, his successors find it 
hard to preserve the same standards that he 
ereated. M. Alexander Korisis, the present 
Prime ‘Minister, though hardly a man of 
the same calibte as General Metaxas, has 
novertheless inherited a splendid tradition, 
‘And there seems to be little reason to doubt 
‘that he will not remain faithful to that 
tradition, along with the people over whom 
he has been called to rule. While perhaps 
hie may not possess the powerful personality. 
of his predecessor, or his ability to initiate 
fundamental reforms, M. Korlsis can be 
believed to be fully capable of making the 
almost out of the wonderful national spirit 
<which now exists in Greece. General 
Metaxns, a soldier and a realist, defied the 
‘Axis’ attempt to swallow his country. When 





he refused the Italian demands, there were! 
few outside his country who realized what 
‘2 tansformation had faken place since tho 
feeble days of 1935; when on October 28 he 
challenged the lalians to make good their 
‘threats, no one expected that the small Greek| 
army would be able to rout the Colossus in 
the way it has done. 

In his speech of November 11, General 
Metaxas defended his national policy—even 
hough events had shown that it needed 
little defence. He emphasized the need for 
discipline among. the people. He stated: 
‘the clement which I have introduced into 
the political life of this country is a thing 
which did not offen exist in the Hellenic 
Hates of antiquity or the Middle Ages, though 
‘whenever it existed it Jed them to’ victory 
and whenever it was absent, despite intellec- 
tual “attainments, obscurity soon followed. 
That ‘clement we locked during the past 
hundred years of our oxistence and its 
absence has been the eause of our greater 
disasters. It is the element of discipline 
not of servile subjection, but of con- 
Selous discipline, self-subordination and 
self-control, something which keeps the 
Tights and Uberties of the individual within 
limits beyond which the needs and claims 
of the slate commence.” He went on to say 
‘hat the acceptance of this discipline, which 
at the time had to be rigorously applied— 
though never ‘with bloodshed—by the Greek 
people, and their wholehearted appreciation 
Wwas dearer {o him than any conventional 
voling. He implied that the discipline which 
at first had had to be externally enforced, 
dat that time become a national char- 
acteristic, a feature of which the Greeks were 
themselves proud, and which was largely 
instrumental’ in ebabling them to win vic~ 
tories over the Italians. And it is ironical 
to note that Mussolini, the leader of the 
Tfallans, {sa man who has been preaching’ 
diseipline and tile else to his own people! 
{for nearly eighteen years yet has succeeded, 
by his big-stick methods, in doing nothing 
more than undermine their moral. 

General Metaxas understood full well that 
political discipline, such ms Greece could 
Witness in Ttaly and Germany, is nothing 
when compared with a nation’s spiritual dis~ 
cipline. ‘This spiritual discipline is not that 
‘which bigots believe In—the discipline of an 
Ingulsition which would stamp out all oppost 
tion,’ Tt ls of the some kind that he deseribed 
in relation to political diseiptine—selt- 
Imposed, not servile subjection, but spiritual 
selt-subordination and self-control. “In the 
lack of this Kind of spiritual discipline les 
‘the weakness of the Axis. The Nazis have| 
nothing but contempt for spiritual or intel- 
Teetual concepts. ‘The Fascists have been 
less denunelatory, since in thelr midst is 
‘the Vatican and all that that sacred centre 
means tothe Christian world. ‘The only 
member of the Axis which has appreciated 
the necessity for this spiritual discipline is 
Japan; and it may be questioned whether 
ihe authorities in Tokyo appreciate the dif- 
{erence between such discipline self-imposed 
and such diseiptine Imposed by the gendar- 
merie. In all’ the Axis countries it has 
proved that too much of the government- 
Imposed discipline has only emphasized the 
truth of the old adage that “Boughten geese 
are fatter, but stolen geese are sweeter.” 

Tn this’ spirit of self-Imposed. discipline, 
political and spiritual, the Greek people today 
face the most serious threat that has been 
made against them for more than twenty 
years. ‘The spiritual quality of their dis- 
tipline saves them from the error of believ- 
{ng that, because they have chased the 
Tatians out of thelr own country and out of 
half of Albania as well, they are therefore 
‘tworld-beaters." ‘They’ are able, in sober 
weighing of the facts in collaboration with 
their allies, the British, to consider the pros 
‘and’ cons of the decision they are going to 
be called upon to make. ‘There can be little 
doubt that’ this decision has already been 
{aken, in full agreement with Mr. Anthony 
Eden ‘sind General Sir John Dill. 

















STRAWS IN THE WIND 
March 11. 

‘That there is something seriously wrong 
with the state of Italy is fully indicated by 
the activities of Italian propaganda, and 
notably of Signor Gayda, editor of "Giornale 
d'Italia” commonly spoken of as Mussolint's 
mouthpiece, and consequently the vehicle of 
those communiqués which he avers are 
“mirrors of. truth.” Two striking examples 
of the lengths to which the Italian leaders 
will-go to mislead their people occurred re~ 
cently. Last week the German news agency 
‘earried ‘a story appearing in Signor Gayda’s 
‘organ to the effect that the following losses 
were inflicted upon British naval, air and 
mercantile strengths by Italian’ military 
operations:—800 aeroplanes shot down with 
certainty; 213 destroyed on the ground, 99 
presumably shot down; 20 British war vessels 
sunk; 87 damaged; 14 torpedoed; 23 sub- 
marines sunk and ‘three damaged; 58 mer~ 
chant ships sunk; 41 damaged, and seven 
tankers sunk and two torpedoed. Expressed 
in totals 1,112 aeroplanes are alleged to have 
been accolinted for, 121 war vessels sunk or 
damaged, 39 submarines similarly treated, 
99 mercantile vessels and nine tankers. . The 














figures are of course preposterous, and are 
‘obviously published for home consumption, 


for the purpose of endeavouring to show, 
after admission of reverses in north Africa 
that the British successes were obtained at a 
‘cost out of all proportion to the :dimensions 
of the victories achieved. 
‘Contrasted with this it is known that the 
British navy took part in repeated bombard- 
ments of the Libyan coast, without let or 
hindrance on the part of the Italians, and 
certainly without damage, proceeding in time 
\ With the British advance all the way! 
until the army was able to announce’ 
the capture of Benghazi. ‘The loss of 1,100 
‘aeroplanes would indeed be a severe one to 
Great Britain but it is known to be.com~ 
pletely untrue because so many Italian 
machines failed to leave the ground that the 
supremacy of the RAF. in the alr over 
[Ttalian positions was not even seriously 
‘challenged Jet alone damaged to the extent 
Suggested. Further it may be pointed out 
that Great Britain entered the war with 
‘about 50 submarines, not all of which were 
stationed in European waters, so that, if the 
Italian claims are added to the equally fan- 
tastie German, the British submarine force 
must by now have been wiped out many 
times. British war vessels including sub- 
‘marines totalling 150 are claimed to have 
‘been sunk or damaged by Tialian action, 
which judging from the dispositions of the 
British Navy throughout the world, suggests 
‘that the British naval forces in the Medi- 
terranean have been practically wiped out, 
thus establishing the well known claim of| 
the Italians to command of that stretch of 
water, That, as Euclid remarked, is absurd. 
‘Then yesterday Rome issued casualty lists, 
giving 78 dead, 98 wounded, and 12,230 miss~ 
ing in North ‘Africa, and ‘on the Albanian 
fronts 2,386 dead, 4,841 wounded and 5,500 
missing. ‘The British, it will be remembered 
have made np big claims concerning casual- 
ties inflicted upon the Italians in Libya since 
the occupation of Benghazi, and, if these 
Italian admissions represent the results of 
mopping up operations around certain out- 
posts in the interior, the damage inflicted 
upon the Italians is ‘still severe, and adds 
considerably to the total of 166,000 prisoners 
already taken. ‘The claims concerning the 
Albanian front are equally misleading, for 
it is known that the Greeks have inflicted far 
more damage upon the Italians than Rome is 
prepared to admit, which has resulted in the| 
application of German pressure upon Greece 
in order to relieve Mussolini from the em- 
barrassments he has brought upon himself. 
‘There can only be one reason for the pub- 
Jication of information which 1s so manifestly 
untrue. It is for home consumption, for the 


people that things are not quite so bad 
‘at first they seemed to appear, and is a 
belated attempt to restore a moral which 4s 
rapidly diminishing. ‘That such endeavours 
will doubtless fail of their purpose is to be 
expected as the Italians ask themselves why, 
Sf things are so good, it has been necessary 
for the Germans to take over control of the 
country, why Marshal Graziani has been re- 
called to the command of the Italian forces 
after having been obliged to resign, and why 
there ‘are no other generals who could 
have been chosen in his place. The answer’ 
{is apparent abroad, and will sooner or later, 
‘be borne in upon the Italian masses that! 
they have in fact already lost this war, and 
that Germany has occupied Ttaly to make 
sure that Mussolin{ shall not make a separate! 
peace. ‘The latter would probably be re- 
luetant to consider anything of the sort at 
‘the present juncture, for that would mean 
‘the end of his ascendancy. but that he might 
do so is the German fear against which 
Filer has already made his preparations.

A Greater Navy 


Some idea of the immensity of the British war 
effort during the past twelve months 1s to be 
found in the declaration by Sir Vietor War- 
render, Financial Secretary to the Admiralty, 
fo the’ effect that during the year ending 
March 31, 1941, Great Britain ‘will -hove ‘com. 
Pleted no fewer than 480 large and small Ww 
Ships, oF five times a many as in any year 
‘singe Britain commenced her policy” of. 
naval rearmament. Tf the figures of the British 
naval strength of 1939 are taken Into account, 
allowing for what had ‘been built. in. that and 
subsequent years, the British Navy must by 
now have a strength of about 900 vessels of all 
classes. in all probability the largest navy in 
the world. What is remarkable about the num. 
‘ber of vessels completed during the past year 
fe the fact that this hee been carried out 
despite the attentions of the enemy alr raiders. 
‘The conclusion tobe drawn Is that if the 
Germans had concentrated upon proper mill. 
tary. objectives, such a9 naval dockyards. and | 
shipbullding. works, the probabilities are that 
such an-enormous’ amount of construction 
‘would never have been completed. Tt is well 
Known that they didnot, but sacrificed what. 
ever military advantage was to be gained by 
‘adhering to” the recognized canons of jawful 
‘warfare in an attempt to strike a psychological 
Blow at British moral ‘which. they conceived 
might ‘end the war quicker than by paying 
faitention to Britain's war production. The

‘would only ‘realize that it is due to 
the initiative, enterprise ond far~ 
sightedness of the rice trade which

‘Messing Satisfactory 


Messing—Oatering arrangements 
throughout the year have been very 
satistactory, both on “emergency” 
days and in “B" Sector where. meals 
have boon sent to the blockhouses 
‘nd posts sinee August 20. 

‘The cost of messing has risen with 
the Increase cost of foodstuffs, In 
June a Committee of the more ex- 
perieneed Messing 1¥.C.0s of S.V.C. 
Units was formed to investigate what

rations s0 as to lessen the cost 40 
‘he Council. It was decided to re- 
duce the quantity but, not the quality 
of the food, and a saving of $1 per 
man per day in the cost resulted.

Part V.—Conelusion 


‘The foregoing report has _em- 
phasized the variety of duties and the 
additional responsibilities now tinder- 
taken by the Corps. The most exact 
ing duties have been earried out with 
the greatest keenness. AM ranks 
have shown  tactfulnese in per 
formance cf duties which, if not care- 
fully handled, might lead to serious 
consequences. They continue to 
rove themselves thoroughly adapt- 
able. 

By their work the Volunteers ha 
contributed in a great measure to- 
wards the maintenance of law and 
order in the Settlement. There is no 
doubt that "thelr occasional aps 
pearance only when necessity arises, 
oes produce a feeling amongst the 
populace of additional security being 
Always at call. ‘The responsibilities 
now placed on them, necessitate a 
very ‘close liaison with the Police 
and this should result in a, better 
understanding of the SALP's very 
aimeult task, 


Strength Maintained 

‘The recruiting question is a hardy 
annual, but it ean be said that, in 
spite of the many conflicting claims 
fen the man power of Shanghai, the 
strength of the Corps has been 
maintained. With the additional 
reeponsibilities now undertaken by 
the Corps, it must be the aim of 
every empleyer and every Individual 
{o et all able-bodied men into the 
Corps and, when there, to rive them 
every facility for performing their 
fur of duty, 

"The Corps has had much loyal co- 
oreration from the majority of em- 
ployers, and it is hoped that the re- 
mainder will very shortly enable it 
to be sald that every employer is 
helping in this important matter.

‘Shanghai, Mar. 5. 

‘The Russian Detachment of tho 
S.V.C. has been working under dim 
uli “and exacting conditions per- 
‘mitting of little leisure time for sport 
‘and recreation which considerably 
diminished the attractiveness of 
Service for reerulls, especially for 
younger men who are fond of sport, 
This is borne out by the second part 
of the annual repart issued by the 
Commandant of the S.V.C, dealing 
exclusively with the Russian detach: 
ment, ‘Their work was eulogized by 
the commandant as being of a high 
standard and of ‘greatest benef! to 
the. community. 

‘The report siates that the Russian 
Detachment have had another very 
aimeult year, their many and varled 
duties calling for the exercise. tact 
and patience, . while many of thelr 
Foutine duties do not bring them into 
the limelight, but all the same they 
have been performing useful service 
and essential work for the commun: 
ity, getting less leisure than other 
publie workers. 

‘The detachment, was quartered in 
two rented premises, at No, 6 the 
Bund and 31 Kiukiang Road, until 
November 8, last. Both these bulld- 
Ings were very inconvenient from 
f military point of view, the living 
‘quarters being crowded, with insulf« 
cient space for training and games 
and no parade ground at all 
On November 9, the detachment. 
was moved {0 the hew stands of the 
Race Club, 184 Mohawk Road, where 
detachment, headquarters and all 
threo companies were billeted to 
gether for the rst time. ‘This billet 
{is more convenient and more sultable 
for mililary quarters and includes a 
big gymnasium, suitable aecom- 
modation for indoor instruetion and 
Teetures and a parade ground, 

Straining 

Duo to the large number of mon 
employed on dally duties and to the 
detachment being considerably under 
strength, raining was curtailed dur- 
ing the ‘greater part of the year and 
the limited accommodation available 
made the training of men and re- 
‘ruits_a"aimeult’ problem, 

In spite of these. inconveniences, 
the standard of driit and general 
tumout was good. Special attention 
was directed to stroot fighting and 
mob “dispersal, ‘In addition, the 
detachment deiailed special squads 
totalling 35 men from all companies 
to undergo a fire course at the Tehant 
Road fire station in June, July oni 














Augus?. ‘This training proved Its 
usefulness during the ‘atthe

The detachment spent 2,851 hours 
fon street patrol work, consisting of 
foot patrols, armed lorry patrols and 
escorts to’ armoured cars. Streot 
posts were furnished for 1.346 hours, 
‘The detachment, was on precaution 
and carried out special duties. from 
‘August 8 {0 15, and it has “stood by" 
for seven days during the year.

Estimates of expenditure of the 
Munieipal public brary for 1941 
tolalling. $07,640, being an increase 
of $47,600 oF 95.2 per cent. of the 
last’ budget, have been approved for 
submission to the Finance Committee 
‘and the Shanghai Mtunieipal Couneit 
‘Subject to further necessary adjust- 
‘ments by the Treasurer in conjunction 
with the Mbrarian. ‘The Counell at 
its mecting on Wednesday last fixed 
the year's appropriation for new books 
‘at $40,000 as recommended by the 
Economy Committee. 

‘The Library Estimates for 1941 to- 
gether with report thereon by the 
Treasurer, were considered by the 
Library Committee at a meeting on 
February 21. ‘The preliminary estl- 
mates as submitted by the lbrarian 
amounted to $53,850, an .inerease of 
$3,810 or 7.61 per cent. as compared 
‘with the relative budgei provision for 
1940, 

‘The Treasurer observed that this 
initial figure of $53,850 has been 
increased by $43,700 ‘through giving 
‘effect to_approved recommendations 
‘of the Special Municipal Economy 
Committee and providing for the 
higher cost of “living allowances 
granted Fecently. 

‘The estimates in thelr present form 
amount to $97,640, an ‘increase of

$10,000 Worth of

Hongkong and Shanghai Bank Chairman Reviews 
Commercial Conditions in China at Meeting 


Shanghai, Mar. 6. 


AT fhe annual meeting of the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation, held in Hongkong on-February 26, the Hon. Mr. 
J, J. Paterson, chairman of the Board of Directors, in the course 
of his speech said that, despite the abnormal conditions ruling 
throughout the world, the profit for last year was seven lakhs 


snore than that of the previous year. 


‘Mr, Paterson reviewed the 


financial, and commercial, conditions in both Free and Occupied 
China, states the “Hongkong Daily Press.” 


Referring, to Hongkong, the Chatr- 
‘man sald, “I am satisfied that the 
new budget has been Kept down 10 
reasonable proportions considering. 
the onerous but necessary expenditure 
fon defence measures and the services 
‘unavoidably incurred through the in- 
flux’ of Chinese.” "But," went on 
Mr, Paterson, “we must’ continually 
remember that Hongkong is very 
‘suseeptible to outside influences such 

ras the situation vis-a-vis China, 
Japan, Indo-China, the shortage of

"It is therefore of importance that 
‘tresh commitments should be serutin- 
zed with great care and that econ- 
‘omy should be the watchword on all 
sides." 

Course Foretola 


Developments in the Far East have 
followed the course which careful 
observers expected and foretold two 
or three years ago, They perceived 
that the trend of events would bring 
inereasingly serious obsiacles to trade. 
But optimists can rightly claim that 
‘trade has not in fact proved so had 
‘as recent political developments 
seemed to foreshadow, Both the 
pessimist and the optimist can claim 
to be right, If you look back at some 
‘of your’ former Chairmen’s Speeches 
‘you will be surprised how often there 
have been gloomy stories about “un- 


precedented difculties", “adverse 
circumstances", “abnormal condi 
tions," “uneeriain outlook” and so 


on. ."Yet if you, asa man of some 
Year's experience in the Bast, your- 
‘self think back and recall the many 
turbulent periods of the last two or 
three decades, and then look at ports 
Uke Hongkong and Shanghot and their 
trade and shipping returns, you will 
reallze that the upward curve. of pro- 
{ross has shown a continual advance, 
Dictators and others with perverted 
ideas may slow the movement down, 
but on the disappearance of them and 
their Ike the rate of advance will 
‘again at oneo accelerate to make up 
for lost time, 

‘No-one would however be so bold 
ag to claim that the graph of pro 
perity is at this particular moment 
pointing upwards at Shanghai oF 
Hongkong, The foreign trade gure 
for China in 1940 aro at first sig! 
amazing, even allowing for inflated 
war-time prices of goods and for ex- 
change depreciation. But for many 
reasons, some of which were men- 
tioned here last year, it is almost im- 
possible to make a ‘reliable estimate 
‘of the real value of China's trade In 
terms of gold or sterling currencies, 
Smuggling, exchange and trade con- 
trols, unrecorded imports and exports 
(which must have reached big pro- 
portions), variations in the methods 
of valuing goods, the, employment of 
speelal exchange ‘rates linking imports 
to exports and so on, all affect the 
fssue, One even finds considerable 
dimeulty in deating with a single port 
like Shanghal: some of the anomalies 
Alisappear but "other complications 








Unhealthy Feature 
‘One unhealthy feature stands out 
clearly. Shanghai last year imported 
from abroad large quaniities of native 
produets which the hinterland ean 
normally provide, For example, not 
only in’ value but also in. quantities 
‘the imports to that port of rice, cot 
fon, coal, tobacco, sugar, flour and 
artineial ‘ille in 1940 were all higher 
than in 1936, the last normal year. In 
that year cotton, cereals, tobacco and 
coal accounted for only’ 13 per cent, 
of import value. In 1040 they ac 
counted for over 81 per cent,  Mean- 
while the export position is’ clouded 
‘over by monopolies, controls and ex- 
franeous Influences’ which naturally 
have a serlous effect on the balance of 
‘trade and on eurrency exchange. 


Loans to China 

In view of their bearing on ex- 
change and trade balances, I. should 
here mention the various credits and 
Joans which China has received during 
the year from foreign sources, De- 
tailed particulars have not been made 
Public, but you must be aware that 
such "loans were made chiefly for 
political reasons. ‘The published an- 
ouncement dealing with the most 
Fecent of the United States loans 
‘showed that the donors were desirous 
that “arrangements for purposes of 





monetary protection nd manage. 
ment” (the words actually used) 
Jshould be completed, That is satis- 
factory so far as it goes but that is| 
all the information which is at present| 
available. 


Sthal Foreign Exchange 
‘The Shanghal Foreign Exchange 
Market in 1940 fluctuated between a 
high mark of 432 pence and 8% U.S. 
Jeents, which points were touched in 
january, and a low mark of 3 pence: 
fend 43) US. cents in May. The year 
fended with rates about 3% penee and 
5% U.S. cents, The Stabilization. 
Fund ‘continued to carry out its 
[stabilizing operations as necessary. 
‘and, considering that the proceeds of 
exports are being largely _mono- 
polized both by the authorities in the 
occupied and undceupied parts of 
China, "it is remarkable that the 
value’ of the Chinese currency has 
been maintained with so. little 
dimeutty, 


Central Reserve Bank 


‘The establishment of the new 
[Central Reserve Bank in Nanking on 
January 6, and in Shanghai on Jan- 
uary 20, had little serious effect on 
{the Shanghai Exchange Market, but 
it cannot be gainsaid that the estab- 
Hishment of this Bank, coupled with 
the existing currency’ situation in 
North’ China, has. made for” un- 
Jeasiness since’it Is feared that further 
‘measures may follow. All the leading 
banking interests in the Far East lay 
stress on the importance of the con- 
‘inuation of the existing free market 
Jat Shanghai. Any rash ection, preel- 
pitating its closure or tending to its 
Festrietion, whether from Chungking 
Jor Nanking, might result in unfortun- 
te reaetlonis not only in Shanghal it- 
it but also in China generally, 


Chinese Railway Loans 


Alone of all the Chinese Railway 
Loans the Peiping-Mukden Railway 
Loan (known os the Chinese Imperial 
Railway 5 per cent. Gold Loan of 
1809) is still up to date with coupon 
Jand amortization payments, and its 
learnings remain exeellent. ‘The Man- 
churian authorities have, however, 
found difieulty in obtaining sterling 
jexchange. Some of the British rail- 

staff have been paid off but thelr 
treatment was decidedly niggardly 
and caused a good deal of dissatis- 
faction, 

Tn West China progress has been 
made on the early stages of the rail- 
ways running North and West of Kun- 
ming, but the severance of communi 
ations with Indo-China naturally eut 
‘off the only feasible route for the 
‘supply of heavy mategials, Some 
‘work has been done on the Hengyang- 
Kwellin Railway and also on the 
Western end of the Lunghai line, The 
railways under the control of Japan- 
Jese companies, namely the Central 
China Railway Company, south of 
the Yangtze (but excludisig the rail- 
Jways centred on Hankow) and {Me 
[North China Railway Company, north 
lof the Yellow River, are apparently 
operating with a fair amount of re- 
jgularity. However, the Railway 
bondholders are also unlikely to re- 
jeeive consideration until political 
conditions beeome normal, * 


Shanghal’s Problems 


‘This is not the occasion to refer in 
detail to Shanghat’s Municipal and 
jother problems, but I feel that you 
‘will wish me fo say how much we 
sympathize with that great city in its| 
Jembarrassments and with the Chair- 
man and Secretary General of the| 
[Shanghai Municipal Couneil who have| 
both narrowly escaped the hands of| 
assassins during the past year. Re-| 
Jstrietions on the movement from the 
interior of rice, that very important 
tem in the Chinese dict, and of other 
Inative produce, which’ were potent 
factors in causing exchange to fall, 
Ihave driven up the cost of living over 
1250 points’ since January 1940; the 
price of rice inereased 120 per ‘cent. 
in the year and over 600 per cont. 
since the Sino-Japanese conflict com-| 
menced in 1997, This has naturally 
fied to higher ‘costs all round and 
particularly to demands for increases| 
Jor pay and so brought financial em- 
[barrassment to the Municipal Council, 
The latter's powers of taxation being 
restrieted by the Shanghai Land Re-

Sin,—With his arrival at Shanghai, 
Sir Archibald Clark Kerr, H. M. 
Ambassador to China, brought us 
firm denial of the rumour about a 
projected Sino-British military. pact- 
Obviously, even the Japanese. them- 
selves, might realize that, following 
Vichy's surrender to the Japanese 
‘mediation proposal to the Thailand 
Indo-China dispute, the pending 
‘action of their southward expansion 
programme has become more im- 
minent and it is beyond doubt that 
closer cooperation, and even military 
coordination, between China and 
Britain will be possible. 

It. Femains, however, a serious 
concern that China will be greatly, 
hhandieapped in her resistance to 
Japan and cooperation to all friendly 
powers if her internal “friction” 
still continues. It should be re- 
‘membered that all Japanese papers 
rejoiced over the disbandment of the 
New Fourth Route Army. This in+ 
eldent, ond. the “friction” problem 
as a “whole, has indeed not been| 
settled yet, and the refusal to send 
representatives to the People's Poli- 
teal Council now in session by the 
Communists is an evidence of the 
fact, 

‘Therefore, we, as real friends of 
China, would like: to advise Kuo-| 
mintang, Communist Party, and 

the Political 
Couneit itself to seek justifiable and

bblem peacefully and permanently. 
Such a seitlement. will be one of the| 
determining factors ot safeguarding 
the common interests of all nations| 
in the Far East against the Axis 
Powers.

‘Sm—One reads with considerable 
regret the renewal of conflict be- 
tween the Kuomintang and the Com- 
munist. Party, The New Fourth 
Route Army have been forcibly 
banded by Chungking under the 
charge of the violation of military 
discipline, ‘The Communist paper in 
Chungking has been censored to pre- 
vent any publication of its opinion, 
‘As a counter move, the Communist 
members of the People's Political 
Couneit refuse attendance at the 
meeting now being held in Chung- 
king. 

‘As a private citizen not connected 
with any party or government, T can 
lexpress no other opinion on the mat- 
{ter exeept one of profound. regret. 
At such a time of national —erisis, 
must one still indulge in self-seeking 
fat the expense of publi good ? 

T have always been, and still am, 
Jan unreserved supporter of Chung: 
king, But T must say that Chunge 
king’ is quite capable of high-handed 
[measures as shown in the following 
‘case, 

T have a near relative who pre= 
viously graduated from the Yenehing 
University, specializing in journalism, 
He later entered the Central Bank to 
join business. When war broke out 
Jn 1987, he was transferred to Chung- 
king, bringing him his family—a 
wife’ and a young son. He retained 
his interest in journalistic corres- 
pondence, 

Near the end of March 1940, in a 
private letter to a friend in Kunming 
dispatched by messenger, he wrote 
something which savoured of critic 
ism of government, ‘The case was 
found out and the messenger detain= 
Jed, “My relative, a responsible man 
Jas’ he is, Immedintely presented him= 
self before the Authorities concern= 
Jed, acknowledging the letter to be 
written by him. “He was put under 
Jarrest and has ‘been detained ever 
singe, There has been no trial, All 
efforts at securing his release ‘have 
been in vain, He was last reported 
to be in a place ealled “Mud Bridge,” 
near Chungking “undergoing train 
ng.” “He is well-treated ;: but strlet= 
ly ‘confined. Even his ‘wife is not 
allowed (o see him, 

In August last year, in a final 
effort at sceuring his release, T wrote 
fa letler to the Generalissimo, in 
English, calling his kind altentién to 
this ease and asking him to exert his 
Influence in favour of justice and 
humanity. F pointed out to him that 
my relative's only. quill was uninten~ 
tional indiscretion in a private letter 
and that more than four months? 
confinement was enough punishment 
for such indiscretion, But, as I fear~ 
Jed at the beginning, nothing would 
feome out of such a letler” from a. 
hhameless person, ‘The Generalissimo 
Ig too busy with the mighty cares of 
the state to attend to such a trifle, 

But my relative has now been con- 
fined for almost a year’s time, His 
wife and child, all alone in Chung 
king, still attempting {0 secure his 
release, are ina pitiable condition, 7

Stressing the extreme danger to 

health from consumption of adul- 


terated milk, the sale of which he 
regarded as an extremely dangerous 
practice, ‘the Registrar, Mr, C. H, 
Haines, ' in H.M. Poliee Court 
yesterday imposed a fine of $100 or 
a month's imprisonment on "Sadhu 
Singh, an Indian, for selling mill 
to which water had been added, 


In fining the defendant $50. -or 
seven days! imprisonment for selling 
mile without a licence on December 
1, last, Mr, Haines observed that the 
unlicensed’ sale of milk by Indians 
here appeared to be widespread and 
that it would be of no avail "to 
show lenfeney in such cases. An 
additional fine of $124 was Imposed 
‘on defendant for selling milk without 
a licence for 62 days, from Decom= 
ber 1 to February 3, ‘last, or §2 for 
each succeeding day’ from the first 
dale with the alternative of - a 
ménth’s imprisonment. ‘The fines 
would be much heavier if he was 
charged again for the same offences, 

Defendant told the court that no 
complaint had been received from 
buyers of the milk regarding its 
quality and explained that he was 
selling milk to support, himself and 
his family owing to the high cost 
of living which forced him to aug- 








‘ment his income, and asked for 
clemency. 
Mr. Haines said he could not 


accept the excuse that the defendant 
wanted to make more money for his 
family as that was no excuse for 
breaking the law. ‘The accused had 
had plenty of warning. ‘The practice 
of selling milk to which water had 
been added, he remarked, wag ex: 
tremely dangerous to health, there 
being no guarantee regarding the 
purity of the water. Under the Food 
‘and Drugs’ Act, Mr. Haines pointed 
out, the penalty for such an offence 
committed for the first time was as 
high as £20, a very substantial sum 
in locat dollars.

Now on the Decrease; Pays Tribute to Royal Navy 


‘ORE than two-thirds of the

tonnage of British ships lost by 


enemy action have been replaced by new vessels built in 
Britain plus tonnage from abroad and the volume of captured 
ships, declared the First Lord of the Admiralty, Mr. A. V. Alexan- 


der, 





During the past II weeks losses of 
British. Allied and neutral ships have 
declined toan average of about 51.000 
tons weekly, compared to losses, of 
about 90.000’ tons weekly during the 
eummer and autumn of 1940, he sald. 

‘The enemy has’ lost over 2.000,000 
tons sunk. captured or scuttled and 
more than 1,000,000 tons are lying 
useless In neutral harbours. Mr. 
sMexander added. 

‘The number of ships in most 
classes, especially the destroyer class, 
now at sea or Instantly ready for sea, 
is greater than at any time since thé 
‘war began, Mr, Alexander continued. 
[Ships coming into service this year 
will of themselves make up a formid- 
fable foree, judged by the standard of 
falmost any other naval power, 

ven in the face of enemy bomb= 
ings, the efforts of the workers in 
shipyards, and the untiring persistence 
jand skill’ of the managements, have 
maintained our naval production in 
remarkable manner. 

‘Our long-term programmes of con~ 
struction are now maturing, and a 
high output of the shorl.term con 
struction has been reached, 

Tt may not be appreciated, he 
added, how frequently our ships, 
though not designed for bombarding 
artillery, have carried the war to the 
enemy's ports, as well as carrying out 
Ineessant bombardments in support of 
the armies in Libya. 


« Notable Weapon of Offence 

‘The Fleet Air Atm has also be- 
come a notable weapon of offence, 
fn the present war they have de- 
stroyed one enemy battleship, one 
erulser, three destroyers, four 'sub-

Rushmore in the Black Hills of South 
Dakota, Less than a year ago he 
beyan ‘applying the last “quarter- 
inch” touches 0 the colossal Agures,

‘Ho planned to reiurn to Stone 
‘Mountain in Georgia and complete 
‘a huge monument to the Confederacy 
‘on which he first began avorke in 1016 
for the Daughters of the Confederacy, 

‘Mt, Rushmore was Mr. Borglum's 
‘magnum opus and in 1941 he esti- 
‘mated that the last phaso of the work 
would take about two more years, 
this including-a Hall of Records 
which was to have been hewn from 
the rock as a repository for the sta- 
tugs of great Americans and the 
documentary milestones on the na- 
tion's path ‘to greatness, 

Experis considered It’ one of the 
‘most impressive, perhaps the most 
impressive, monument carved by 
‘man. Tt was started in 1928 and in 
the years following 400,000 tons of 
rock were stripped away by a crew 
of 50 drillers, blasters and chiselers. 
‘The monument spread over an acre 
and a half of granite mountainside 
‘and the heads of Lincoln, Washing- 
ton, Jeffetson and Theodore Roosevelt

HOME WARTIME MEASURES

It seems ‘scarcely likely that Hitler is 
suspending atlacks while he “gathers all 
together for an overwhelming, or what he| 
hopes would be an overwhelming onslaught. 
He would hardly give us so obvious a warn- 
ing. But while experts argue the technical 
possibilities, weather seems a good enough 
explatiation, specially as our own men have

The leaves 
of the “air-plant” are fleshy and deeply divided 
fand in cach notch there is a group of cells, 
these cells lle dormant so long! as the leaf is, 
‘attached to the growing plant; but shortly 
after It is removed, they become active and 
the result is the formation of a new plant com- 
plete with roots and-leaves. The fleshy leaves 
contain an abundance of food and the young 
plants do not have to find food for themselves 
until. they have exhausted the reserve stock. 
We have recently pinned leaves to walls; plac- 
ed them on plant ‘stages and eft them lying 
about in various places with little or no mois 
ture; the result has been the same in cach ease,

We have another interesting plant in flower at 
the present time in our small greenhouse : this 
Is. the Chinese New Year Flower of South 
China—Enkianthus quinqueflorus. It has taken

bell-like flowers; but it was worth waiting for. 
‘No money has been spent on heating the green:

Feb, 26-—Even the most casual glance at the 
Hungjao district will convey a sod message 10 
any observer who has a love for trees; for he 
will find them being slaughtered, loft right and 
centre, wherever he goes: willows by the 
creckside, shade-trees by the farmyard, and 
even the ‘almost sacred Ginkgo of the temple 
compounds—all are falling to the axe, The only. 
reason for this wholesale slaughtor.is contained 
in the one word “poverty”...which stalks the 
countryside as a_ grim reminder that war has 
assed this way. The Chinese have always been 
reat respecters of trees, and T have often ad- 
mired the staunch loyally of poverty-stricken 
villagers who have spared trees for what must 
be mainly reasons of sentiment: respect for 
‘ancestors which has made the trees surround. 
Ing gravemounds immune: respect for the gods 
which has done the same for the tomple trees : 
the laws of “Jeng-shui"—so dimeult to under- 
‘stand—which often save the trees around home- 
sleads: for trees are closely associated with 
the ody of carth and alr controlling all things, 
physieal. Bvery tree, according to some of the 
Ancient philosophers, has ils own particular 
Fesldent god, and notice must be given to the 
neighbours when a tree iy to be felled, so that 
all may slay indoors to escape the wrath of 
the homeless god—until he finds another roost. 
By means of simple tales and legends such as 
these the trees have remained safe for genora- 
tions: now comes poverty resulting from dis. 
astrous war—and they are being destroyed and 
sold for making chareoat at something less 
than one shilling and sixpence per hundred 
eaities, It ig a grim thought that, generations 
‘ago, the forests of Europe were destroyed be. 
cause chareoal was wanted for the smelting of 
Iron: iron becomes stecl: stecl makes weapons 
of war: war begets poverty: and poverty is 
ow once more demanding trees for charcoal. 
Can any educationalists help, 1 wonder?
